1 . (Original) A humanized antibody or an antigen-binding humanized antibody fragment, 
wherein said antibody or said antibody fragment binds specifically to the antigen bound by 
antibody NR-LU-1 3. 

2. (Original) A humanized antibody or an antigen-binding humanized antibody fragment 
according to claim 1, wherein said antibody or said antibody fragment specifically binds to the 
antigen bound by antibody NR-LU-1 3 and wherein said antibody or said antibody fragment either 
does not possess N-linked glycosylation or its N-linked glycosylation has been modified post 
expression to reduce immunogenicity or toxicity. 

3. (Original) A humanized antibody or antibody fragment according to claim 2 wherein said 
antibody or said antibody fragment does not possess N-linked glycosylation. 

4. (Original) A humanized antibody or antibody fragment according to any one of claims 1, 
2 or 3 wherein said antibody or said antibody fragment has been mutated to prevent N-linked 
glycosylation. 

5. (Original) A humanized antibody or antibody fragment according to claim 2 wherein the 
N-lined glycosylation of said antibody or said antibody fragment has been modified post 
expression to reduce immunogenicity or toxicity. 

6. (Original) A humanized antibody or antibody fragment according to claim 5 wherein the 
N-lined glycosylation has been modified chemically. 
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7. (Original) A humanized antibody or antibody fragment according to claim 6 wherein the 
N-linked glycosylation has been modified by oxidation. 

8. (Original) A humanized antibody or antibody fragment according to claim 7 wherein the 
N-linked glycosylation has been modified by oxidation followed by stabilization of the aldehydes 
generated by oxidation. 

9. (Original) A humanized antibody or antibody fragment according to claim 8 wherein the 
N-linked glycosylation has been modified by oxidation followed by reduction. 

10. (Currently Amended) A humanized antibody or antibody fragment according to claim 1 
anyon e of claims 1 - 9 wherein O-linked glycosylation of said antibody or said antibody fragment 
has been reduced or eliminated. 

1 1 . (Original) A method of reducing immunogenicity or toxicity of an antibody or an antigen- 
binding antibody fragment of IgG class, comprising the steps of: 

(a) selecting a host system for the characteristic that said system does not N-link 
glycosylate an antibody or an antibody fragment; and 

(b) expressing in said host system a nucleotide sequence comprising nucleic acids 
encoding an IgG antibody or an antigen-binding antibody fragment. 

12. (Original) A method of eliminating N-linked glycosylation in an antibody or an antigen- 
binding antibody fragment of IgG class to reduce immunogenicity or toxicity, comprising 
expressing in a host system a nucleotide sequence comprising nucleic acids encoding an IgG 
antibody or an antigen-binding antibody fragment, wherein said host system does not N-link 
glycosylate said antibody or said antibody fragment. 

13. (Original) The method of claim 1 1 or 12 wherein said host system additionally does not 
O-link glycosylate the antibody or the antibody fragment. 
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14. (Original) The method of claim 1 1 or 12 wherein said nucleic acids encode a humanized 
antibody or antibody fragment. 

15. (Original) The method of claim 14 wherein said humanized antibody or antibody 
fragment binds specifically to the antigen bound by antibody NR-LU-1 3. 

16. (Original) The method of any one of claims 11, 12, 13, 14 or 15 wherein said nucleic 
acids have been mutated to prevent N-lined glycosylation. 

17. (Original) The method of any one of claims 1 1, 12, 13, 14, 15 or 16 wherein said host 
system is a plant host system. 

18. (Original) The method of claim 17 wherein said plant host system is from com. 

19. (Currently Amended) A method of modifying the N-lined glycosylation of a therapeutic 
an antibody or to a therapeutic antigen-binding antibody fragment of IgG class, comprising 
subjecting said antibody or antibody fragment to a post expression modification that modifies the 
N-linked glycosylation. 

20. (Original) The method of claim 19 wherein the N-lined gylcosylation is modified 
chemically. 

2 1 . (Original) The method of claim 20 wherein the N-linked glycosylation is modified by 
oxidation. 

22. (Original) The method of claim 21 wherein the N-linked glycosylation is modified by 
oxidation followed by stabilization of the aldehydes generated by oxidation.
